2 Claims 1-5 & 35-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Durbin et a, in view of Jalla. et al(A) and Leder et al (B) and also in view of Todaro et a,(as cited 

in applicant's specification). 

Durbin teaches the production of STATl null allele «^sgenic mice but does not teach 
developing a cell line from the mice. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary slciU in the art 
at the time the invention was made to maRe a cell line from the cells of the transgenic mice of 
Durbin because Uder and Jalla. motivate the artisan to do that and disclose how to make cell 
lines from transgenic mice. Additionally, the immortalization of said cell lines would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made because the imortalization of cells and ttte 
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n using such tools as SV40 is notoriously old and well known in the 



desirabilities of immortalization usmg 
art.
